Ordered to Answer.

This time, when he 
was brought back into the court- 
room, he was ordered taken in 
custody by the United States 
marshal until ready to answer. 

The grand jury, directed by 
Goldschein and Assistant United 
States Attornéy William  K. 
Stanard II, is conducting an ex- 
tensive investigation of labor 
racketeering in the St. Louis 
area, including associations of 
some labor bosses with gang- 
sters. 

On the first visit to the court- 
room, Goldschein informed 
Judge Moore that Wortman had 
refused to answer questions ré- 
lating to his residence.

They have 
pointed out that the state legis- 
lature does not impose the tax, 
but merely gives St. Louis au- 
thority to levy it. The tax actu- 
ally is imposed by the St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen, who are 
elected by the city voters. 

City Counselor. Samuel H. 
Liberman has said an earnings 
tax levied under charter au- 
thority would be of. doubtful 
legality. But Jones contended 
no legal question would be in- 
volved if the Legislature author- 
ized St. Louis to levy an earn- 
ings tax under charter authority. 


Alternate Proposal. 


As an alternate compromise 
plan, Jones proposed that the 
city be granted authority to levy 
a tax of one-fourth of one per 
cent, or half the present rate. 
with a provision that if St. Louis 
wanted to increase the rate it 
would have to submit that ques- 
tion to a referendum. 

In rejecting this proposal also, 
Kinney pointed out that a tax 
of one-fourth. of 1 per cent 
would bring in only about $4,- 
000,0@0 a year, That would be 
far below the amount necessary 
to meet the city’s pressing fi- 
nancial needs, he asserted. 

Jones told Kinney that 89 of 
the 156 members of the House. 
Republican and Democrats, had 
told him that they are opposed 
to the pending St. Louis earn- 
ings tax bill. Kinney ridiculed 
the figure. -He declared, the op- 
ponents have over - estimated 
their strength, although he con- 
ceded the bill faces a hard fight 
in the special session.

STEVENSON HITS 
AT ‘SURRENDER’ 
IN ZWICKER CASE 


CHICAGO, Feb. 25 (AP)— 


Secretary of the Army Stevens 
was “forced to surrender by the 
Administration” to Senator 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. 

The Democratic party's 1952 
presidential candidate comment- 
ed on the conference of Ste- 
vens, McCarthy and other Re- 
publican members of the Senate 
investigation subcommittee. Ste- 
vens agreed to accept McCar- 
thy’s demands in the Senator’s 
investigation of what McCarthy 
has termed “coddling” of Com- 
munists by the Army. Stevens 
had objected to McCarthy's 
questioning of Brig. Gen. Ralph 
W. Zwicker, commander at Camp 
Kilmer, N. J., claiming Zwicker 
had been “abused.” 

In a statement, Stevenson said: 

“I think that a fine soldier 
and hero of the war (Zwicker) 
deserved an apology, not a be- 
trayal. I am shocked but hardly 
surprised that even the Army 
has been forced to surrender by 
the Administration. The abuse 
and humiliation to which Gen. 
Zwicker has been exposed has 
now been officially condoned.”

Federal highway allocations to 
a state normally decrease in di- 
rect proportion to the reduction 
of its public lands. 

5. Provide that mineral] rights 
to known mineral lands claimed 
by the proposed state could not 
be sold but would be subject to 
lease by the state. 

6. Authorize the Secretary of 
the Interior to give native tribes 
and villages or individuals title 
to lands which have been in 
their possession and actually in 
their use or occupation for not 
less than three years prior to 
passage of the act.

“Isn't it a fact,” she inquired, 
“that you brought into court 
with you certain records of your 
previous testimony in a case in- 
volving the U.S.S. Oklahoma?” 

“Yes,” was Crouch’s reply,

Turning to Judge Harper, Mrs.

Lawyer Asks for Mistrial. 
.Judge Harper’s reply, in the 
presence of the jury, was: “Your 
slanderous attack on the witness 
in the form of these questions 
can lead you to expect slander- 
ous answers.” At this point, the 
lawyer asked for a mistrial. With 
the jury retired, arguments were 
heard and the,motion was de- 
‘nied.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., Feb. 
25—Memo Luna, the Mexican 
lefthander obtained from San 
Diego in a $100,000 deal, has 
joined the list ‘of Cardinal cas- 
ualties and Manager Eddie 
Stanky no doubt is wishing that 
clubs could control their ath- 
letes during the off-season.

About a week earlier, he 
pitched a full nine innings in a 
league game in which he was 
defeated, 4-0. At that time, re- 
porters said, he was not impres- 
sive, but they attributed that to 
the fact he had not pitched for 
many weeks. 

Arm Hurt Early in Game. 

Luna won the Feb. 19 game, 
but in the second inning, after 
striking out a batter, grabbed 
his left elbow, obviously in pain. 
He continued in the game all 
the way, yielding five runs on 
nine hits, but a report of the 
game in a Mexican baseball 
newspaper said Luna was throw- 
ing with only half speed after 
the injury. 

After the game Luna admit- 
ted that he had hurt his arm 
but told the Mexican reporter 
that it was “not important.” 
When Luna arrived in camp 
here, four days late, Manager 
Stanky told him to take it easy. 
He was scheduled to pitch in 
batting practice at Al Lang 
Field yesterday but rain inter- 
fered, cutting short the workout

In my closing statement be- 
fore the conference last Thurs- 
day afternoon, I recalled that 
we had fought the Second World 
War for goals expressed in the 
Atlantic Charter, to which the 
Soviet Union had subscribed.

But, once victory was 
won, the dominant Soviet motive 
had been “fear of freedom.” 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that the Soviet leaders genuine- 
ly fear freedom. They do not 
feel safe unless freedom is ex; 
ished, or is defenseless. 
That Soviet attitude made it im- 
possible to achieve any agree- 
ment at Berlin in relation to 
European matters. 

Effort te Divide West. 

I have referred to the efforts 
of the Western ministers to re- 
quire Mr. Molotov to expose So- 
viet policies in their reality.

Fact Finders Decide 
Secretary Is Not a 
Party to Proceedings 
in Dispute. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 25 (AP)—A 
presidential board weighing a 
railway labor-management dis- 


pute has decided not to consider 


a highly controversial view 
offered by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra Taft Benson. 

Benson had urged the board 
not to recommend benefits for 
rail workers that would require 
a boost in freight rates on farm 
products. 

His action brought protests 
from the AFL, the 15 rail 
unions involved 
organization. 

Charlies Loring, chairman of 
the fact-finding board hearing 
the dispute informed the par- 
ties involved that the board has 
taken the position that because 
Benson is not a party to the 
proceedings his letter cannot be 
considered. 

An attorney for the unions 
said they had agreed to go on 
with the wage hearings, but 
added, ‘‘we are going to be sub- 
jected to a degree of criticism 
on the part of many of the peo- 
ple that we represent for even 
es with the proceed- 
ngs.” 


15 Unions Call for Disciplining 
or Firing of Benson. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (UP) 
~—Fifteen non-operating rail 
unions have asked the White 
House to discipline—or even fire 
—Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson for interfering in 
union contract negotiations. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said the White 
House was “trying to ascertain 
all the facts” and said President 
Eisenhower might have a state- 
ment today. 

The unions revealed in Chi- 
cago yesterday that Benson sent 
a letter to the presidential fact- 
finding board considering union 
wage demands which opposed 
any pay increases that would 
lead to increased freight rates 
for farmers. 

The non-operating unions, 
which represent more than 
1,000,000 railroad workers, ac- 
cused the Secretary of “flagrant 
misconduct.”

IT IS TOO EASY to half listen, to skim over the top 
of a story, and believe something has been learned, and 
even to form an opinion on it.

This must be taught in the elementary grades. We 
start about the last half of the second year to ask children 
to listen to a short story, to tell it in their own words, 
standing; next to write it. From then on this practice should 
be kept up and expanded so that a high school student, on 
entrance, is able to read a paragraph and give its meaning 
in clear, concise. English. He should be able to make an 
abstract of a paragraph and accent the point of it, showing 
he gathered the meaning. Today the teachers of English 
in the secondary schools find that this is not the usual 
accomplishment of their students.
